USA, 1996 — Language: English 


An action-packed blend of adventure, romance, humor and 
visual effects spectacle, Dragonheart is the story of an 
incredible alliance between a man of honor and a creature of 
legend-the very last dragon. 


Dragonheart portrays the relationship between a brave and once 
beneficent knight, Bowen, and his companion, the 18-foot= 
high, 43-foot-long dragon he names Draco, the last of his 
species, who join in a heroic battle to free a country held in an 
iron grip by its tyrannical ruler, Einon, to whom both knight 
and dragon are connected in fateful ways. 


Set in the war-torn 10" century, the tale begins with a 14-year 
old prince stepping into the bloody fray for a peasant revolt after 
witnessing his father, a vengeful and violent king, killed in 
battle. Twelce years later, he has become a bitter, cynical 
nomad consumed by his obsession with dragonslaying, slaying 
dragons simply for gold ... 


Japan, 1997 — Language: Japanese 


In 1994, Disney released their "original" film "The Lion King", 
which is regarded by many to be derived from Osamu Tezuka’s 
TV Series " Jungle Tatei", aka "Kimba the white Lion". 
Tezuka’s studio had an answer: JUNGLE TAITEI, the 
theatrical film. 


In the film, all of the basic elements of the original Series are in 
place: The trademark Tezuka character designs, the intelligent 
animal kingdom, encounters with humans both good and evil, 
and even the mythical moonstone. It also contains lots of Disney 
references. 


The interesting thing to note about both the TV series and the 
film is that while both are considered to be made with children 
in mind, the messages they contain are taught at a very adult 
level. That such lessons can be contained in what is essentially 
children’s programming ‘this is what raises the art form above 
the ordinary. 


23:00 — Felidae (restored english language version) = Germany, 1995 — Language: English 


Since the beginning of time, man has been trying to subjugate and to tame 
them. But despite these efforts, they never forgot their pride and their 
predatory past. Now, a series of brutal murders strikes the entire territory. 
Each day reveals new corpses, streaming with blood. There is only one who 
can uncover the wheelings and dealings of the psychopathic serial killer: 
Francis, cat detective by devotion. During his highly dangerous 
investigations, the gentle cat gets involved in an adventure of passion and 
wild sex, mysterious sects of religious fanatics, and brilliant computer 
freaks... 


Felidae is a stunningly realistic crime story set in the world of the cats, 
lacking any disncy—esque cuteness or political correctness, coming up with 
a complex and intelligent plot instead, which takes lots of unexpected twists, 
and keeps the suspense rising until its spectacular finale. 


Unfortunately the english language release of the film was heavily censored 
to meet australian TV standarts. All censored scenes have been re—inserted 
from the original german version. All scenes that were missing from the 
australian vidco release are still in german for that reason ... 


SUNDAY AUGUST 2,1998 


18:30 — The Lion King USA, 1995 Language: English 
The adventure-filled journey of Simba, a heroic young lion struggling to 
find his place in naturc*s "circle of life" and follow in the regal paw prints 
of his father, the great King Mufasa, forms the basis of Walt Disney 
Pictures’ extraordinary new animated feature, "The Lion King." Set against 
the breathtaking natural beauty, mysticism and diversity of the African 
landscape, captured and stylized here by a team of top artistic talents, 
Disney's 32nd full-length animated film is a uniquely entertaining 
coming-of-age allegory and the studio’s first to be based on an original 
story. Using classic storytelling elements, personable characters, 
memorable music, generous doses of humor and universal themes as 
building blocks, the film’s creative team meticulously and painstakingly 
crafted the story instcad of the more traditional approach of adapting a 
classic fairy tale or literary favorite. (Although Disncy is said to be heavily 
inspired by Tezuka's "Jungle Emperor” Series.) 


For the more than 600 artists, animators and technicians who contributed to 
"The Lion King" over its lengthy production schedule, the film presented 
many challenges. In the end, more than one million drawings were created 
for the film, which is made up of 1,197 hand-painted backgrounds and 
119,058 individually colored frames of film. 


Germany, 1997 — Language: German 


A sad fate awaits all four at their present owners. They take to their 
heels and meet up on the country road: Gwendolyn the cat, Buster the 
dog, Fred the donkey, and Tortellini the rooster. 


Not only their refugee existence and loneliness forge them together — 
itis, above all, their love of music that proves to be a strong bond of 
friendship. They decide to make capital from their vocal chords as a 
singing group: The Fearless Four want to become famous in Paris on 
the lines of "One for all and all for one"! However, they end up in 
Bremen — all the fault of signpost pointing in the wrong direction. 


The hanseatic town is ruled by the concern of the mysterious tyrant 
Dr. Greed who has forbidden singing by police order. The four 
newcomer bards also get into his clutches. They actually get a contract 
and are allowed to make appearances, but they have to waste their 
musical talent on mindless advertising jingles. They need to call on all 
of their unbeatable team spirit and heroic courage to stand up to the 
evil doctor. And so The Fearless Four finally manage to free the city 
from its curse. 


Japan, 1984 Language: Japanese 


Don't let the screenshots fool you, this is surely no x-rated 
anime, although the lead character IS irresistably cute . in 
fact, it's a beautiful movie with a very serious message. 
"Baghi" is one of the lesser known masterpieces by Osamu 
Tezuka, creator of Kimba, the Jungle Emperor“, who is also 
known as Walt Disney of Japan", or The father of anime", 
since it was his pioneer work which started a new industry 
in japan: The animation industry. This TV movie from 
1984 has never been released outside of japan, and is only 
available through direct import. Bagi is a genetically- 
engineered anthropomorphic cat woman. She battles to stop 
further genetic experiments with the aid of her one-time 
master. They travel to South America to try to find the 
scientist who has been successful at gene-splicing and is 
now being funded by a dictator ... 


_ MONDAY AUGUST 3,1998 


USA, 1995 — Language: English 


He's part wolf, but he’s all rebel. Universal Pictures’ animated Balto is 
based on the truc story of an Alaskan dog who once saved Nome from a 
diptheria epidemic. Balto, a dead ringer for Tramp, grapples with the 
traumatic issue of being a half—breed and surmounts incredible odds to 
bring back a rescue team lost in the wild. 


Produced and made in London, Balto took three years to complete and 
visually was worth the wait. Directed'by veteran animator Simon Wells, 
the film features first-rate animation, especially its vast backdrop of 
scenic Alaska. The character design is pretty well done, too. Film critic 
Sara Stewart once remarked: The hero’s voice is supplied by Kevin 
Bacon and his canine love interest, Jenna, is played by Bridget Fonda — 
and looks amazingly like the actress hersclf. Balto and Jenna have 
convincing, lovelorn puppy—dog eyes. Thankfully, the characters never 
break into song, and there are no talking inanimate objects. It’s that Bacon 
effect: Balto is just such a darn good guy, you can’t help but root for him.” 


USA, 1997 - Language: English 


Making it big in the Hollywood of the 1930s is a lifelong dream for Danny 
(voiced by Scott Bakula), a cool cat with fast feet from Kokomo, Indiana. 
Singing and dancing are what he loves best in life, and the glamour of 
movies is an irresistible draw. So Danny decides to take the plunge — he 
packs his bag and gets on the bus to Hollywood. 


But once he arrives, Danny discovers that talent isn't everything in the 
movie business. His charm and his desire to work hard are all beside the 
point, because, as Danny learns, animals can’t become film stars. Only 
humans get the really good parts — animals can bark, moo or meow. But 
cats don’t dance... 


Undaunted, Danny tries to rally the other animal actors he’s met: Sawyer, 
the lovely but cynical cat (voiced by Jasmine Guy and sung by Natalic 
Cole); Woolic, the musically gifted elephant (John Rhys—Davies); Tillie, 
the soprano hippo (Kathy Najimy); Pudge, the swect—faced penguin 
(Matthew Harried); and the rest. He tells them that he is going to get them 
a chance to audition for Mr. Mammoth (George Kennedy) himself. Even 
though the other animals have tried to break through to stardom and have 
met only defeat, Danny’s enthusiasm is contagious. They decide to give it 
one more try ... 


United Kingdom, 1982 — Language: English 
== "The Plague Dogs“ is a bittersweet drama about two dogs (Row, a gruff Lab, and Snitter, a 
mousy Fox Terrier) who escape a scientific compound and run wild through the English 
` countryside, trying to survive in the wild with the help of a cunning fox (The Tod). The lab 
director tries to keep the escape quict, but as an increasing number of sheep are found killed. 
word leaks out, together with rumours that the dogs might be plague carriers.. 


# A hilosophical examination of animal laboratory testing, vectors of disease and human 
response of deadly outbreaks. The Plague Dogs features the voice talents of John Hurt and 
Patrick Stewart. 


The Plague Dogs, directed by the Maker of "Watership Down”, Martin Rosen, is a truc gem 
and a rarity. It received brilliant critiques, but had no commercial success whatsoever, 
proving once more than animated features aimed at an adult audience do not sell. Distribution 
has been discontinued by the studio, and even the video version is out of print. It keeps 
popping up on the closeout shelves from time to time, though. 


If you’re in a depressive mood, you should not watch this film.
